The work is necessary 
because the existing line 
will not have enough 
capacity to meet the 
power demand in the 
area by the mid seven- 
ties. 


The new line will have 
up to five times the 
capacity of the old one. 


It will link up with 
another section of line 
from Geelong Road to 
Brooklyn terminal sta- 
tion which was recon- 
structed in:1968 to allow 
work to proceed on the 
Lower Yarra Freeway. 


When the new line is 
completed it will provide 
for future industrial and 
residential development, 
and ensure a more re- 
liable electricity supply 
for thousands of consum- 
ers in Altona, Brooklyn, 
Sunshine atid neighbor- 
ing suburbs., 

From 1976 it will also 
be used to feed the out- 


power station into the 
State grid, 

The contractor will 
erect 36 new steel tow- 
ers on the existing ease- 
ment, and remove many 
of the old ones. 

Work will begin about 
February next year, and 
should be completed by 
March, 1974.
